Soviet ship sinks in stormy Atlantic 


HALIFAX. Canada, Feb. 16 |AP) — 
The second disaster in this area in two days 
occurred when a Soviet freighter sank in 
50-foot (15-meter) waves in the storm- 
tossed north Atlantic Tuesday. Officials 
said four or five people were rescued but 
about IS drowned and 18 were missing. 

The ftei^ter sank between 1 a.m. and 3 
a.m. some 240 nautical miles east to New- 
foundland in an area 65 miles (104-km) 
east of where the worid’s biggest oil rig cap- 
sized Monday leaving 84 workers believed 
dead. 

The 4,262-ton Soviet freighter, 
Mekhanik Taraso\\ went down as two ves- 
sels tried for several hours to assist the con- 
tainer ship when it ran into trouble in heavy 
seas. Offals said about 15 bodies bad 
been recovered. 

A spokesman for the Halifax search and 
rescue center said two life rafts had been 
^xnted and a third was missing. 

*‘We don’t know where it (the third raft) 
is...it could be on the sunken ship," the 
spokesman said. 

The Mekluauk Tarasov had developed a 
45-degree list overnight in 40 knot winds, 
heavy seas and freezir^ spf^y- 

Commenting on the previous day's disas- 
I ter, oil company experts and rig builders 
said Tuesday it was “ incredible” there were 
I no survivors from the 84 men working on 
the Odeco Ocean Ranger rig which sank 
Monday off Newfoundland, Canada. 

A French oil company drilling director 
said it was “surprising, incredible” that no 
one was alive givea the strict security meas- 
ures aboard such rigs and the sophisticated 
equipment workers have at hand. 

In case of accident, rig workers are sup- 
posed to evacuate In waterti^t lifeboats 
which are unsinkable, self-righting and 
equipped with safety flares and radios. 

71^ way to these liferafts is dearly 
marked on the rigs. Evacuation drills “in 
jeal conditions” are held each week, said

In addition, offshore workers are pro- 
vided with special lifejackets and wet suits

Rescuers saved a man after two hours and 
35 minutes in the North Sea following the 
collapse of the Alexander Kielland rig on 
March 27. 1980, in which 123 people died.

Desjnte all these precautions, and salary 
bonuses of as much as 40 percent, offshore 
oil rig work remains among the most 
dangerous possible, especially in bostOe 
environments like the North Sea and waters 
off Canada and Alaska.

But experts from oQ rig construction 
companies said Tuesday they remained 
consent in the reliability of the Odeco rig, 
built in 1976. “It's not the work of an 
amateur,” said an official from a French 
company. 

A Toronto-based professional diver 
familiar with conditions in the Sl Lawrence 
Gulf said Monday that it was surprisiDg the 
Ocean Ranger had gone under since bal- 
lasts at each side of the rig were divided so 
as to allow the platform to float even with 
one extremity damaged. 

In New Orleans, Louisiana, ocean dril- 
ling and exploration company spokesman 
Ai Spindler said the rig should have been 
able to stay afloat in worse weather than the 
high seas and heavy winds in the North 
Atlantic at the time. 

“The Ocean Ranger was designed to 
withstand, simultaneously, IIS mph (180 
kph) winds, three-knot currents and 110- 
foot (40-meter) waves,” he said. “We've 
had much smadler rigs go through more 
wicked weather than what I understood

GENEVA, Feb. 16 (R) — A World Coun- 
cil of Churches (WCC) delegation just back 
. from Poland said "niesday it belied West- 
ern economic sanctions were burtrag the Pol- 
ish people and called for protests against food 
sanctions in particular. 

The four-man team, which spoke to cfaurdi 
and state officiab during a visit last week, also 
said it felt martial law was generally accepted 
in Poland as a "painful necessity” to avoid 
civil war. “Churches in Western countries 
which have initiated economic sanction 
against Poland should express their concern 
to their governments on the effects on ordi- 
naiy Poles of tbe use of food as a political 
weapon,” the four said in their report to the 
World CounciL which gro^ most non- 
Catholic Christian churches in the world. 

After martial law was imposed in Poland 
last December, President Reagan tasted all 
U.S. government-sponsored food shipments 
to Poland and suspended Poland's right to 
fish in American waters. Last month, foreign 
ministers of the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) agreed funds earmarked for 
subsidies on EEC food sales to Poland would 
be used instead to help pay for pits of fotrf 
and humanitarian aid to be distributed in 
Poland outside government channels.

LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP) — Striking Brit- 
ish Airways baggage handers and service 
staff at London Heathrow aiiport's domestic 
and European terminals voted Tuesday to 
extend their action to the aiipon's third ter- 
minal', used for trans-Atlantic and other 
long-haul flights:, 

week-long strike by 2,000 workers has 
so fer largely been foiled by' pilots and other 
white-collar staff who have been humping 
passengers’ baggage on board themselves. 

The strike is in protest against new work 
schedules imposed by tbe foancially strap- 
ped state-owned airline. 

At a mass meeting Tuesday, tbe strikers 

voted against the a^ce of ^ir T)an^rt 

and General Worker^ Union — to picket 
Terininal 3 from Wednesday, hoping to g^ 
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the several hundred service staff there to 
support them. 

“It's too early to say whether there wQl be 
any disruption of our-Iong-haul flights 
because of this,” a British Airways spokes- 
man said. 

“But it’s been working very well at the 
other two terminals up to now with volunteer 
staff doing the work. Only about 10 perceol 
of our flights have been canceled.” 

POots, executives, accountants, steward- 
tresses and secretaries have been carrying 


baggage, cleaning aircraft and loading meals. 

The strike began soon after a major rival. 
Sir Freddie Laker’s independent Laker Air- 
ways, went bust Feb. 5, prompting some 
public resentment of British Airwa)^. It lost 
141 million pounds (nearly $260 million) of 
taiq?ayers' mouey last year.

Soviet threat to Gulf seen receding 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) — Li. 
Gen. Robert C. Kingston, commander of the 
U.S. Rapid Deployment Foiee, said Titesday 
any threat of direct Soviet militazy Ktion in 
tbe Gulf area bas diminished for at least tbe 
time being because the Soviets are "tied 
down” in Ai^anistan and Poland. 

” An overt Soviet invasion is least likely to 
occur at this time,” Kingston told a group of 
newsmen. “I think that they are tied up |a 
A^aniscan and I think tb^ are tied up in 
Poland. 


“I think they have a pretty full plate.” 

At another point, Kingston said, ”1 feel 
stroagly tbe SovieB do not want a direct mili- 
tary confrontation with tbe United States at 
this time in Southwest Aria or anywhere 
else." 

The main purpose of Kmgston‘'s force, now 
being developed, is to project major U.S. 
militaiy power into Southwest Aria aod parts 
of tbe ll^ddle East to prevent any Soviet 
thrust at tbe region. 
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OPEC chief urges 
swift cut in output 


ABU OHABL Feb. 16 (R) — OPEC Pres- 
ident Mana Srid Al-Oteiba called in a news- 
paper interview Tuesday for swift cuts in oil 
pr^uction to deal with the current world 
glut, ruling out the other option of lowering 
OPEC official prices. 

Dr, Oteiba, oO minister of the United Arab 
Emirates, told the daily Arabic-language 
newspaper Al-Bay an: Cutting prices will not 
solve the piouemof the market surplus and 
the successful solution is to cut production." 

The benchmark of $34 for Saudi Arabian 
light crude would remain s it is, be sud. All 
13 members of OPEC (the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting ^untries) align their 
contract prices on the benchmark. 

The glut has sent prices tumbling on the 
spot, non-eontiacc market and several OPEC 
members, notably Algeria, Kuwait. Libya 
and Iran, have been hit by a buyer rev- 
olt 

Iran has twice shaved one dollar from its 
contract prices this month, according to indu- 
stry sources. London and New York stockbr- 
oker analysts say that Iranian-style unilateral 
price reductions, if copied by other hard- 


pressed exporters in OPEC, could bring the 
group^s wlmfe price structure crashing down.. 

Oteiba said he was in constant touch with 
colfeagues on a possible emergen^ OPEC 
meeting before tbe next scheduled talks in 
Quito, Ecuador, on May 20 but added that no 
agreement has been reached on a special ses- 
sion. 

He said “the present circumstances in tbe 
market have reached a stage which has forced 
most OPEC members to produce less than 
their financial requiiements...tbis applies to 
states like Kuwait, Ubya and Iraa 

“We are now in an exceptional rituation. 
lliis should be dealt with swiftly in order to 
return balance to the market and the only 
way is to cut production to absorb the surplus 
even if this action wQI inflict temporary finan- 
dal loss on us.” 

Several broker analysts concur that output 
cuts, would be OPECs best answer to tbe 
^ut, rather than across-the-board price red- 
uctions. . 

Oteiba said in tbe interview that 
was prepared to talk whb major oO compan- 
ies if they wished but stressed that it was not 
seeking any help from them. 


Spot oil price slide continues 


ROTTERDAM, Feb. 16 (R) ~ The ofl 
glut resulted in further falls in crude oQ prices 
on the spot, non-contiact market this week, 
market sources said. 

They said Saudi Arabian light crude traded 
at $30 JO a barrel, down from $32 a week ago 
and well below the official (OPEC) rate of 
$34 — the benchmark on which the 13 mem- 
bers of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries align contract prices. 

H^faer-qualicy North Sea crudes, which 
usually command a premium over Saudi 
Arabian light, afro traded as low as $30.50, 
the sources said. Britain's officia] contract 
price for North Sea oil is S35, following a 
$1 JO cut this month. 

Operators said little crude ofl buriness was 
being done on the spot market,.where pro- 
ducers unload oil they cannot sell under con- 
tract and refiners make up contract shor- 
tages. 

Analysts such as Carol Fergoson- of British 


brokers Wood MacKenzie said the slack, 
decUnmg spot market is rignaling that there is 
pressure to cut production to help get a better 
supply/demand balance. 

Tlie spot price for gasoil, tbe most widely- 
traded lefined-oQ product, rallied a little tl^ 
week, up $5 to S28S a ton. market sources 
said. 

They said Soviet deliveries which helped 
depress the price in January were drying iq>. 

One operator said the mazicet was tancaA 
down in late January by some big traders 
negotiating long-tenn supply contracts with 
the Soviet Union and Algeria at prices based 
on spo( quotes. 

Petrebam lateBigeMee WoeUj, a New York 
industry newsletter, said this week specula- 
tive traders were also influeDcmg tte ^’ot 
crude market, tcyingto accelerate the drop by 
talking of prices 30 to 54 cents below leve^ at 
which deals were later found to have been 
conduded.

Tunisian minister inspects Ahsa farms 


RIYADH, Feb. 16 (SPA) — Riyadh 
Deputy Governor Prince Sattam signed 
Tukday two contracts for developing sewage 
networks is seve^ parts of the ca(»ta]. The 
contracts cost SRI 92 million. Prince Sattam 
is also vtoft-ehat nwfln of the Riya^ Sewage 
and Water Department. 

Umian Al-Umran,tbedepartxseat^sdixec- 
tor general, said the two contracts are part of 
a series allocated for Riyadh. One of the con- 
tracts, worth SR151 mfllion, was awarded to 
a joint Saudi-forei^ firm under which a sew- 
a^ network will be built for the southern 
parts of the dty. The districts covered include 
Hallat ibn Dayel and a major part of Man- 
fouha and nearby areas. Work is expected to 
be completed whbin 43 monfiis. 

The second contract, won by a national 
company at a cost of SR41 million, provides 
for extending a network for Meatto district 
and the area bound by the Thamanean and 
Takhasusi streets. The contract provides for 
the completion of woik in 24 months, Umran 
said. 

Meanwhfle, the Easteni Province Sewags 
•and Water Department is cuirently carryii^ 
out projects worth SR89.S million in Ahsa 
and other parts of the province. 


According to the department's director, 
AbduDafa Al-Babtain, Tuesd^, the projects 
include laying of 24,000 meters of sewage 
I»pes in Dammam, binldisg a control station 
wd extending branch lines to link houses. 

Another project provides for the replace- 
ment of drinl^g water pipelines for Mahasin 
and Qadiaya in Ahsa with an oveiaU length

— encourages dishonest people to smuggle 
them out of the Kingdom. As an example, he 
cited flour, rice, sugar and edible oil. which 


are heavily subsidized. 

Soon a study will be prepared on foodstuffs 
and other items which expatriates in the 
Kingdom are always keen to buy and take 
with them to their countries because of their 
low price resulting also from insignificantcus- 
toms fees, the spokesman said.

As new u wo^orce of 
2.000 Indians will man the company's mod- 
em cleaning machinery*. 

In regard to garbage collection, Kabli told 
Arab News that small containers will be distri- 


buted to each house and larger containers will 
be stationed near eveiy building. Collection 
crews will operate on shifts beginning at 4 
a.tn. Cleaning will reach the narrow streets 
where vehicles cannot enter manual equip- 
ment. Main streets will be cleaned with 
sophisticated machinery. 

ACE has completed surveys aimed at 
determining the sizes of the garbage cans and 
the quantity needed to cover the city. 

An ACE source said that the company has 
150 garbage collection trucks. The company 
w*Ul organize a public awareness campai^ of 
three months to help citizens communicate 
easier with ACE workers and indicate the 
timing of garbage collection crews' move- 
ment.

SHARM EL SHEIKH, Feb. 16 (AFP) — 
Preparations are on target for the final Isiwli 
withdrawal from Sinai April 25, with the arri- 
val from March 20 of a multinational force 
which win uke over peacekeeinng duties in 
the peninsula.

The northern base will bouse Fijian and 
Colombian troops, and will be the headquar- 
ters for comman^r-in-Chief General Frede- 
rick BuU-Hansen of Norway, Director- 
General Leamon Hunt of the U.S., and 75 
American nvQian observers.

PLO leader blames U.S, policy 


TUNIS, Feb. 16 (AFP) — An Arab com- 
mittee to work out a strategy against possible 
Israeli attacks on southern Lebanon met for 
the first time here Tuesday and heard Arab 
League Secretary-General Chedli KUbi warn 
that the Lebanese problem bears “the germs 
of a fifth Israeli-A^ war." 

He advocated wider deployment of tiie 
United Nations buffer force ** to avoid leaving 
Israel the sl^test military presence" in 
southern Lebanon. Klibi urged Arab gov- 
ernments to give Lebanon money and rnflh- 
ary equipment to guarantee its sovereignty. 


LONDON, Feb. 16 (R) — A Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) leader said 
Tuesday U.S. policy in the Middle East was 
forcing the Arabs into the arms of the Soviet 
Union. 

Khaled Alq Hassan, a founder member of 
the Fateh movement and PLO leader Yasser 
Arafatf s associate, said tbe whole Arab world 
rejected Washington's view that the main 
threat to the region came from Moscow. 
“This policy is opening more and more doors 
to the Soviet Union," he said in a lecture to 
Britain's Rcyal Institute of International 
Affeirs. 

He said some Arabs believed the United 
Stated was deliberatety pushing the Middle 
East into the aims of the Soviets, so it could 


then ask for bases in the region. 

Hassan said U.S. policy in favor of Israel 
was also helpnng hardliners in tbe Arab camp. 
“As the doors to the Soviet Union open more 
and more, radicals without any real ideology 
are coming to the surfoce — either from the 
extreme left or right." 

In answer to questions, Hassan said the 
PLO could not conrider recognizing Israel 
until the establishment of a I^estinian state. 
“Recognition is an act of sovereignty, not 
that of a political pt^ or an individua]. The 
question of recognition cannot be decided 
t^fore having our own state," be said. He 
added that the Palestinians could never rec- 
ognize the doctrine of Zionism because it was 
aimed at eliminating them.

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HAVANA, Feb. 16 (AFP) — Cuban 
leader Fidel Castrd. tuirent chairman of the 
nonalxgned countries, has called on the 
movement to back the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) to prevent what he cal- 
led attempts to destroy the Palestinian peo- 
ple. 

The movement should use “all its moral 
and politicaT' weight to prevent the “United 
States and Israel finishing off the destruction 
of the Palestinian people and starting a new 
Middle ^ast war which would lead to a con- 
flict of unforeseen dimensions," President 
Castro said in a statement released here late 
Monday. 

The Cuban prerident also foresaw “the 


imminent possibility of a full scale Israeli 
militaiy attack against the Palestinian people 
in south Lebanon, and against tbe PLO." He 
called on the nonaligned movement to back 
diplomatic action in the United Nations and 
elsewhere. “Israeli authorities plan to mas- 
sacre the Palestinian people and destroy the 
PLO.” he said. "*

Extensive patrols were also reported at 
. Herat, in the west of the country near the 
border with Iran, with checkpoints operating 
up to 15 kms from the city. 

Last Wednesday, one week after a bomb 
attack on the governor's residence, the Soviet 
Army surrounded the town and searched 
houses. They met little resistance. The Soriet 
forces rounded up several residents and 
herded them into one of the stadiums where 
informers — masked to prevent reprisals 
later — pointed out the Mujahedeen, the dip- 
lomatic sources said. 

The denounced Mujahedeen were then 
taken off to an undisclosed destination, prok^ 
ably a detention center, while their feUow 
dtizens were released, the sources added. 
Last Tuesday, two attacks were reported at 


Kabul. 

Radio Kabul confirmed the killing by a 
commando of police Lt. Col. Muhammad 
Nabi. while a grenade hurled at the borne of 
the deputy education minister. Sarwar 
Mengal, caused only material damage. Fear- 
ing further attacks, sentries on guard outside 
the minisuy are under orders not to allow 
passers-by to approach too dose, ordering 
them cross to the other side of the road. 

Despite the operations at Herat and Kan- 
dahar, and the isolated attacks, the capital 
has remained calm. Diplomats have attri- 
buted this to cold and snow, which have dri- 
ven the Mujahedeen back to the surrounding 
mountains. Operations were also reported 
from north of Kabul, in Parwan province, and 
the demolition of houses has continued along 
the road from Kabul to the Soviet border to 
clear the verges and reduce the risk of 
ambush. 

A colonel iu charge of the operation was 
captured last Thursday and burnt alive in his 
vehicle near the village of Hussain Kot, 
sources at Kabul said. From their golf course 
at Kaiga to the north of the town, diplomats 
have also said they had seen helicopter bom- 
bardments in the Paghman region, 20 kms 
from the capital. Despite incessant fighting 
there in recent months, the region has 
remained mostly under the control of the 
resistance forces. 

One Afghan source in Kabul, who is said to 
be in touch with the Muslim resistance fight- 
ers, said the territory conceded to the gov- 
ernment troops would be retaken in the 
spring. He added that the government would 
not able to hold any of the land it has 
captured in recent weeks. 

Meanwhile, United Nations officials inves- 
tigating the alleged use of chemical weapons 
in Afghanistan visited the Pakistani side of 
the border Tuesday, the Associated Press of 
Pakistan reported. 


The U.N. officials drove to the border out- 
post of Torkham. 225 kms northwest of 
Islamabad, on the Khyber Pass, the agency 
said. The four-man team, which had a man- 
date from the U.N. General Assembly to 
look into the use of chemical weapons, earlier 
interviewed Afghan refugees and Pakistani 
doctors in Peshawar, capital of Pakistan's 
•Northwest Frontier Province. 

The agency said they were shown gas 
masks and special shoes for use in chemical 
warfare brought from Afghanistan. An esti- 
mated 2.S million Afghans have fled to Pakis- 
tan since Soviet troops moved into their 
country more than two years ago. 

Earlier on its arrival, the ream also saw two 
American diplomats, authoritative sourees 
said. The sources said the U.S. diplomats pas- 
sed on no information about the isue and the 
meeting involved just a general discussion 
about the team's mission. 


DJIBOUTI. Feb. 16 (AFP) — Sun- 
powered telephone lines have come into 
operation between the Horn of Africa state 
of Djibouti and neighboring Ethiopia, tak- 
ing advantage of the region’s year-round 
sunshine.

A statement released here by the TPLF 
said the attack on the garrison took place 
Saturday. In over four hours of fierce fight- 
ing, the TPLF fighters killed 107 Ethiopian 
troops, the governor of the distiicL and two 
officers, the statement said. They also took 
230 prisoners and seized arms, equipment 
and foodstuffs. 

The IPLF fighters last month carried out 
militaiy operations in all pam of Tigray kil- 
ling 267 soldiers and capturing 39, the state- 
ment added. Tigray adjoins Eritrea where 
other rebel groups are fighting the Ethiopian 
government for independence. 

Volunteeis fighting for the independence 
of Eritrea from Ethiopia announced Sunday 
that they have killed 219, wounded 115 and 
captured 126 pro-government troops in tbe 
province in the past five days.

Or it could 
take the shape of a more massive blow against Palestinian 
military and civilian concentrations throughout Lebanon, 
from Tripoli to Tyre, including the refugee camps in and near 
Beirut A third alternative would be a push in the south 
designed to gain and hold strategic footholds throughout the 
area. 

The international press had already reported that an Israeli 
attack on Lebanon was called off at the last minute around two 
weeks ago. The reason was strong American pressure, which 
sought to delay any Israeli action until after Phillip Habib has 
had a chance to make his rounds of the Middle East. 

Official Lebanese sources fear that the Israel will not be 
held off for much longer and that the attack will take place 
before the end of this month. President Elias Sarkis has 
already asked Arab countries to redouble their efforts with 
the American administration and friendly countries so that 
maximum pressure is kept oo the Israelis. j

Reagan may reverse ban on chemical weapons

Just as the aDegations of Soviet atrodties with 
biological weapons are beginning to gain credibU- 
hy, the United States may take a step that would 
largely free the Soviets of culpability. The Reagan 
administration is about to request a major alloca- 
tion for the development and stockpHing of binary 
weapons, a technology in which two chemicals held 
in separate compartments are mixed on firing so as 
to produce a lethal gas. 

An aonooncement reversing the ban on the pro- 
duction of chemical and biological weapons, which 
was imposed by President Nixon in 1969, is likely to 
provoke the same response from Europe as the 
neutron bomb fiasco did during' the 'Cuter 
administration. International opinion would be sac- 
rificed: the worid would find it far more difficult to 
distinguish between U.S. and Soviet cbenucal- 
weapons policies, dealing irreparable damagp. to the 
Reagan administration's ideological battie with the 
Soviet Union. 

The evidence of Soviet-sponsored use of 
mycotoxms in Laos, Kampuchea and Afghanis tan 
should not be clouded. The United States must not 
be thrown onto the defensive, allorring the Soviets 
to evade world condemnation. 

These mycotoxins, produced from the fusarium 
ftmgus, have provided the Soviets with a kiUing 
agent that is efficient and relatively easy to produce 
and that leaves no trace. When a victim encounters 
the deadly toxin, various symptoms occur, depend- 
ing o'n the mix and strength of toxin strains. Nausea, 
dfficulty in breathing, convulsions and bloody 
defecation precede a gruesome death that results 
from drowning in one's own blood as internal mem- 
branes bxirsL Every body opening bleeds profusely. 
Several hours later, the coipse turns black. 

There have been widespread reports from 
refines about “yellow-rain” ghgiri|c;;^ d attacks in 
Laos against the Hmong HOI tribes. S imilar reports 
have come out of Kampuchea and, more recently. 


Afghanistan. Tl^ common symptoms cannot ’be 
eiqjlained by coincidence; the siinUarities are too 
overwhelming. The evidence should be sufficient to 
persuade any reasonable person that the alleged 
chemical attacks against largely defenseless 
civilians are not just Western febrications. 

Last Se^^mber, when U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig accused the Soviets of using 
mycotoxxDs in Southeast Asia, there was an initial 
fluny of indignation. But these expressions of out- 
rage were shortlived. There are three broad reasons 
why the Soviet Union has not yet been brought to 
task by tlu United States and, more generally, by 
nations around the ^be: The skepticism of the 
scientific community, the residual effects of the Vie- 
tnam syndrome and the force of Soviet propaganda. 

The doubts voiced by many in the scientific com- 
munity can be explained in part by the general 
• nature of scienti& discove^. Although sdentists 
are usually preoccupied wifo precision, s^ence 
itself has often rested on unproved tfi^ries. 
Fhilosopber Karl Po]^r once remarked that 
theories can never be verified — they can only be 
falsified. As theories have been disproved and dis- 
carded, skepticism has increased, fri the case of 
“yellow rain,” the sort of evidence that persuades 
sdentists is bard to come by (the mycotoxins are 
fiiUy metabolized, and thus leave no trace). Over- 
whelming drcumstantial evidence, however, should 
be sufficient p^l 

The prcK, with some justification, has been wary 
of being used the Reagan administration to supn 
port its view the worid in East-West cold war 
tenns. Underlying this caution is the berit^ of the 
Vietnam war, which has not been expunged from 
the American psyche. 

Finally, the Soviets' propaganda has been some- 
what e^tive in deflecting criticism and diverting 
attention from their present use of mycotoxins. 
They have felsely charged that the Unit^ States is 
engaged in biofogical warfere m Cuba, issued fre- 
quent reminders of U.S. use of Agent Orange in 


Vietnam and dted the ioabflity of the United 
Nations to verify the allegations of “yeDow rain.’* 
(The U.N. team was not allowed to enter Laos or 
Kampuchea; moreover, the team reported directly 
to a Soviet offidal in the U.N. bureaucracy.) 

If the Reagan administration goes ahead with its 
plan to allocate more than $4 billioa over several 
years for expanding the U.S. chemical arsenal, 
Soviet propaganda efforts would be greatly 
enhanced. Such a decisioD would also make it very 
difficult for other nations to distinguish between 
U.S. and Soviet use of poisonous gases. 

In te rms of technology, binary weapons are a real 
improvement; they are fu safe to handle and store 
than conventional chemical .weapons. But ifs 
doubtful whether the new weapons would deter the 
Soviets from using conventional toxic weapons. A 
move to produce even a small number of binary 
weapons is certain to be controversial with the 
Europeans, who are justifiably concerned with the 
possible mr^es of deployment The reaction to talk 
about basing the new weapons on U.S. Air Force 
bases in Britain has foreshadowed the uproar to 
come; is it worth it? Fmally, who will be reqxmsible 
for these weapons? How accountable will they be? 
Past experiences with Agent Orange have demons- 
trated some of the diffi^ties of maintainin g con- 
trol over chemical weapons. 

The U.S. administration will soon announce a 
two- track policy by which it hopes to start produc- 
ing binary weapons while also proposing a round of 
treaty talks on banning biological and chemical 
weapons. Though the treaty proposal mi^t force 
attention on the Soviets “yellow rain,*' it could also 
be a ploy to help legitiinize the Unit^ Stated own 
chemical aisen^ buildup. 

The Soviets' continued use of biological warfare 
in remote regions m^es wide use of such weapons 
more likely in the future. To be able to effectively 
and credibly put pressure on the Soviets to stop 
using lethal gases, the United States should exercise 
restraint and abandon its current plans. (LAT)

Japanese rightists call for militarist policy

TOKYO — 

“What Japan needs is a revolution,” says 83- 
year-old Bin Akao, legendary leader of one of the 
oountxy's most vi^le and vocal ri^t-wing organ- 
ization, the Aikoku-Tp or Patriotic Party. “We wiU 
build up a miiitaiy force; and we edn even have 
atomic bombs.” 

Akao, his white hair waving in the Trind, has been 
detivering much the same message from street cor- 
ners for more than 20 years, but lately other groups 
have begun to compete with his loudspeaker trucks 
on the streets of Tokyo and elsewhere. Rightists 
themselves estimate that a thousand right-wing 
organizations are now vying for public attention. 
Many are financed 1^ tbe Yakuza, Japan's notori- 
ous gangster groups who have links with figures in 
govemment and business. 

'* Of course, we take in people who used to be 
Yakuza,” says Susmu Fukuda, president of the 
Anti-Communist Shock Force, talking in an office 
in the shadow of Tokyo's Worid Ttade Center, “but 
they’re not acting as Yakuza when they're with us, 
even if some of them stili have tattoos” — a sign of 
Yakuza membership. 

At a small dojo or gymnasium on the outskirts of 
the city, Fukuda's followers train recruits with the 


sk^an, “Kfll one person and let many people live.” 
It is, be says matter-of-fectly, “unavoidable to kill 
somebody in any straggle.*' 

Fukuda's Shodc Force, with 40 or 50 loudspeaker 
trucks and some S,O0O adherents, is twice tbe size of 
Akao's Patriotic and possibly riie strongest of 

the rightist groups now ur^g Japanese to approve 
a new militarist poli^ in defiance of tbe pouwar 
constinition's commitment to peace. 

"Anti-Communist means to fight not only Rus- 
sians but Socialists and radicals too,” says Fukuda, 
si-n giwig out those who have oppo^ a retuni to 
mflitarism since the American occupation. Except 
for the assassination of a Socialist leader by a 17- 
year-old disciple of Akao named Otoya Yamagu^ 
in 1960, however, rightists have eschewed tbe kind 
of violence that ebaranerized the radical Red Aimy 
in its heyday several years ago. 

Rightists insist, teough, chat they have a “hit list,” 
and rank former Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, 
now on trial for his role in the Lodcheed Aircraft 
bribeiy scandal, at tbe top. "People like Tanaka 
donate much money from their profits to wjn the 
support of other politidans,” says a leader of 
Fukuda’s Shock Force. 

Ironically, the rightists do not hesitate to admit 
that Yosbio Kodama, a “black curtain” influence 


pedlar implicated with Tanaka in tbe Lockheed 
case, is one of their prime benefactors. “Kodama 
advises us,” says Fukuda. "He's like a teacher to us. 
I have known him for many years.” Although 
Kodama has pleaded incapacitating intiq^ and 
remained within riie confines of his lavirii, high- 
walled home throughout the Lockheed trial, he stfll 
rates as one of the top patrons of atuimbrella organ- 
ization known as Zen- Ai Kaigi or All-Japan Patrio- 
tic Federation. 

PoUce and other sources say Kodama himwif 
formed Zen-Ai Kaigi to exercise control over both 
rightists and gangsters, "lam not a Yakuza myself,” 
Kodama once said, “but X have been called the boss 
of Tokyo's Yakuza world.” 

Yet another figw identified with Zen-Ai Kaigi 
is Ryoiebi Sasakawa, an octogenarian rightist who 
a d mits having earned billions of dollars from bets 
OQ speedboat racing and now spread his wealtii 
among altruistic causes, many of them with patriotic 
or right-wing overtones. S^kawa and Kqdama 
were both arrested as war criminals after Worid 
War n but were released without trial several years 
later. 


Akao dismisses them as of^rtunists and yearns 
for tbe day when “a leader like Hitlei” rules Japan. 
"Without a strong man,” he says, “Japan cannot be 
united.” (ONS)

AMADO, Ariz. (SNS) — Sporting six 
eyes, a computer brain, an elearic road and a 
spinning building with its own snowplows, the 
Multiple Mirror Telescope may be the 
world s strangest-looking astronomical 
mstnimem. 

Yet many scientists now think that the 
unconventional MMT, as it is called, may well 
be the look of the future. 

To reach this odd-looking telescope 
perched more than 8.500 feet above the 
Sonoran Desert on the summit of Mt. Hop- 
kins 35 miles south of Tucson, astronomers 
must negotiate 18 miles of narrow, winding, 
dirt road that grows more precipitous as it 
nears the top. The last 400 feet are so steep 
tlut the road is constructed like a giant elec- 
tric blanket, with heating coils embedded in 
the concrete to melt away ice and snow. 

On the bree^ mouniaimop. the world's 
third largest telescope is housed inside a 
boxy, bam-like structure that turns with the 
telescope during normal observations. To 
clear a path through winter snows, the five- 
story, 500-ton building has little snowplows 
attached to its four comers. 

The most extraordinary thing about this 
instrument, however, is not its rotating build- 
ing, but the optical system inside, for the 
MMT is a response to and possibly the resolu- 
tion of a problem that has plagued astronom- 
ers for years. 

To extend the boundaries of the known 
universe, ever larger telescopes are needed to 
reveal ever fainter and more distant celestial 
objects. But simply scaling up the size of 
existing instruments is not practical because 
mirrors and their support systems eventually 
reach a point where they collapse under their 
own weight. 

So, instead of one large mirror, the MMT 
uses an array of six individual 72-mcb- 
diameter reflecting telescopes linked by a 
computer-controlled optical arrangement to 
produce the equivalent light-gathering power 
of a single 176-inch mirror. As an added 
bonus, the MMT was built at about a third the 
cost of a conventional 176-inch telescope. 

Astronomers using the MMT ni^tly 
observe the light from distant stars, galaxies 
and quasars and part of the search for dues to 
understanding the universe. The frcility is the 
first of its kind, the working prototype for a 
new generation of even larger telescopes 
based on concepts first tested here. 

Because of its radical departure in design, 
which combines the Ug^t received from six 
independent telescopes into a single stable 
image, some people initially questioned 
whether the M^^, once built, would work at 
aU. 

“Tbert is no question now,** says Jacques 
Beckers;' director of the Mofr^le Mirror ' 
Telescope Observatory, a joint fadlity of the 
University of Arizona and the Soiitfasonian 
Institution. “The MMT outperformers most 
oAer large telescopes and its outstanding 
image quality and state-of-the-art instrumen- 
tation results in unparalleled observations of 
the universe. 

“We definitely have a winner,*' he claims 
proudly. 

The most recent improvement to the 
MMTs wiiming ways has been the develop- 
ment of an electronic telescope alignment 
system in which a video camera watches for 
blurring of the images and a computer adjusts 
the telescope's movable optics to achieve 
maximum sharpness. 

Even before these latest improvements — 


and even before its official dedication in 
1 979 — the MMT was already making impor- 
tant contributions to astronomy, especially to 
research of quasars. 

Quasars — star-like powerhouses — arc 
about the size of uursolar system, yet they 
emit energy comparable to a thousand galax- 
ies. Among the most distant objects in the 
universe that have been studied to date, 
quasars have puzzled astronomers tince their 
discovery in the early 1960s. 

In March 1979. astronomers Ray 
Weymann, Dennis Walsh and Robert Cars-^ 
welt working at the nearby Kitt Peak 
National Obser\-ator>- 84-inch telescope dis- 
covered what appeared to be a pair of 
quasars. Not only were these ‘'twins" extra- 
ordinarily close together, but spectra (anal- 
yses of the components of the light) showed 
the pair to be almost identical. 

Some scientists proposed that the twins 
might be a single quasar whose image had 
been split by the gravity of an object of 
enormous mass. Several scientists have pre- 
dicted this effect, but believed that there 
would be "no great chance of observing the 
phenomenon." 

Astronomers around the world turned 
their attention and their telescopes to the 
“twins" to solve this puzzle. 

In April 1 979, one month before the MMT 
was officially dedicated, the discoverers of 
the twin quasar joined forces with Nathaniel 
P. Carleton. Frederic H. Chaffee and Marc 
Davis of the Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory. They pointed the MMT at the 
“twins" and made excellent spectrographlc 
observations. In its very first astronomical 
use, the high-quality spectrographlc observa- 
tions produced by the MMT confirmed that 
the two images of the "twin" were coming 
from the same object. 

“The ‘twins' were so faint and so close 
together," astronomer Chaffee says, “we. 
needed both the light-grasp and excellent 
image quality provided by the MMT to make 
this measurement." 

Further research has revealed that an 
unseen galaxy between the earth and the 
quasar is acting, as Einstein had predicted, as 
a “gravitational lens." to bend the light so 
that astronomers see two images: one of the 
original quasar and the other resulting from 
“gravity-refracted" light. 

The MMT also played a major role in the 
discovery of the only other known “multiple 
quasar" — this one a triplet — in 1980.

COLOMBO (DN)— The 10-nation South 
Asia Cooperative Environment Program was 
launched here following its ratification by 
three of the member countries — Sri Lanka, 
India and the Maldivian Republic. It is tbe 
first-ever joint program set up in the regkso. 

The other member countries — Afghanis- 
tan, Bangladesh, Bhutan. Burma, Nepal, 
Pakistan and Iran — are nowin various stages 
of the ratification process. The programs con- 
stitution, adopted at a ministerial meeting is 
Colombo last year, provides for its establish- 
ment once thi^ member nations ratified it. 

Commenting on the program, C. 
Suriyakumaran, director of the United 
Nations Environment Program regional 
office for Asia and the Pacific, said: “This is 
the first cooperative structure that has won 
the approvaJ of the parliaments of these 
countries." He pointed out that accortlii^to 
the Colombo Declaration, the program could 
also provide a “valuable basis in the fields of 
, social and economic cooperation.". . 

* ‘‘-The prognam.aims tb 
' management of'the ehviioiunent tn reg- 
ion, particularly by eliminating the wasre^' 
use of natural resources upon which many 
development activities depend. Some of tbe 
program's main functions are: promoting 
joint efforts to deal with major enrironmen- 
tal issues facing the region, facilitating an 
exchange of infonnation and expertise 
among member countries and encouraging 
support from interested donor countries and 
other sources. 

Three principal bodies ^1 be responsible 
for implementing the program. They are tl« 
governing council — the policy-making body 
— the consultative committee and the sec- 
retariat located in Colombo. Tbe member 
countries will cooperate with the secretariat 
in implementing the program. They will take 


individual responsibility and act as “focal 
po'ints" for initiating and coordinating prog- 
rams on pressing enviroombntal problems 
identified by the meeting.

Bomb maestro saves lives in Lebanon

BEIRUT — His home, an apartment on 
tbe eastern ride of the city, is modest by 
Beirut standards yet his courage and skill 
have saved many Uves and at least one local 
newspaper has started referring to him as " his 
exceDency.” A large hookah, from which 
Arabs usually smoke plain tobacco domi- 
nates the sitting room which is cluttered with 
heavy furniture. When he shakes hands^ his 
grip is a bone crusherdespite the missing little 
finger joint in his right hand. He is a big man. 
Big shoulders, big hands, big belly, big laugh. 
•This is Youssef Bitar, Lebanon's bomb dis- 
posal expert. . 

Questions from a reporter from the Voice 
of Lebanon, the radio station of the right- 
wing Phalangist Party, whose questions 
included a request for advice on the correct 
handling of butane gas cylinders.^ As if car 
bombs were not enough, some cylinders had 
recently caused a bad accidental fire. 

During the civil war, bombs were compara- 
tively rare in Lebanon. Why bother when you 
could shell your neighbors with a field gun or 
a mortar? . . 

But since the Syrian intervention in 19 /o 
ended that phase of the war, bombs, particu- 
larly car bombs of the type used by the Provi- 
sional IRA in Northern Ireland, have become 
much more common. Nor is it by any means 
confined to leftist-rightist bombings ajross 
the area that separates east and west Beirut. 

There are more than 40 different militias m 
Lebanon, and in east Beirut, where We lef- 
tists often lack the cohesion of the righi-wuig 
Christians, allies frequently fell out. In some 
places the militias are little more than street 
gangs Fatal shootings, with rocket launchers 
and mortars being brought into play- have 
been known to surt over something as mviai 

as a car parking place. 

Recently the bombs have got bigger and 
have been used with devastating erect. From 
September to December last year 297 preoplc 
were killed and 400 injured in a »nes ot 
bomb explosions. Among the 
the Iraqi ambassador, who penshed 
others under the rubble of his emb^. 
worst explosion was a car bomb in the 
crowded Palestinian quarter of west Beirut 
last September. According to Bilal's figures 
it killed 149 people and wounded more. 

Bitar retired from the amy as a non- 


commissioned officer last year but the gov- 
ernment recalled him in what was supposed 
to be a civilian advisory capacity. He now 
supervises a Lebanese army bomb disposal 
squad of 14 men. He started lus career defus- 
ing mines around Tobruk when he was fight- 
ing with a unit of De Gaulle's Free French 
during the North African campaigns of 
World War II. He later served with the Fore- 
ign Legion in Indo-China and returned to 
Lebanon with a considerable knowledge of 
wbat makes things go bang. 

Although he lives in the eastern half of the 
city, he does not differentiate between the 
zones. In the last year he has bad to deal with 
all kinds of bombs, including some equipped 
with mercury fuses that can explode on touch. 

Some of his most difficult jobs, because 
they leave so little room to work in, have 
involved bombs attached beneath cars by 
magnftts, uwally BTOund the exhaust pipes to 


ensure that the gasoline tanks will explode. 
Quite often his task is further complicated 
anti-handling devices: for instance, an elec- 
trical switch set in the neutral porition bet- 
ween 'on' and 'off which wQl tri gg er the 
bomb when turned in either direction. 

Luckily, most of the packages he is asked to 
deal with are fairly primitive time bombs 
fused by wrist and radio batteries. He pro- 
duced, minus its explosive, one such bomb he 
had defused on the eighth story of a shopping 
complex the day before. Ite big fingers 
played with the wires, showing where he had 
cut them to disconnect the detonator. 

As be spoke one of his teenaged daughters 
sitting nearby sighed and got on with her 
homework. 

The most grievous injury he has incurred 
was a gunshot wound in the neck when, early 
on in the civil war, somebody tried to rob him 
of an anny pay box be was onying.

BRISBANE — Aboriginal activists 
and the conservative government in Queens- 
land state have drawn up battle lines for a 
bitter and possibly violent clash during tbe 
Commonwealth Games here nexi October. 

Aboriginal activists have recently stepped 
up long-standing warnings to the authorities 
that they will use tbe games to draw interna- 
tionaJ attention to tbeir grievances. 

The games will be attended by atbelets, 
spectators and journalists from countries 
which group a quarter of the world's popula- 
tion. Queensland aboriginal leader Bob 
Weatherall says they are “an ideal opportun- 
fty to focus attention on our rightful cause." 

Charles Perkins, chairman of tbe Aboiigi- 
naJ Development Commission, has provoked 
an angry reaction from tbe Queensland gov- 
ernment by repeatedly saying that at least 
5.000 Aborigines plus thousands of white 
supporters would stop the games unless they 
were granted more rights in the state. 

Queensland state Premier John Bjelke- 
Petersen has warned demonstrators that they 
will be given a tough reception. 

“We won't pander to militants. They can 

expect to be hit bard if they try that son of 


thing during tbe Commonwealth Games," he 
said. 

But Abori Einai plans for major demonstra- 
tions are already being drawn up. “What 
you’ve seen before in New Zealand during 
the Springbok tour is nothing," Perkins smd 
in a magaziiie interview. 

This was a reference to frequently violent 
demonstrations in New 2iealand last year 
against a South African rugby tour. Aborigi- 
nal activists here intend to bring over Maoris 
who took part in those demonstrations to 
train local protesters. 

Perkins, formerly Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser's special adviser on Aboriginal prob- 
lems, said tbe Brisbane games “Will be 
Australia's battle of wounded knee...we're 
on tbe verge of the most violent reaction bet- 
ween blacks and whites this century." After 
Peririns most recent public statements, 
Bjelke-Petersen demanded that he be fired, 
he added: “Perkins knows what will happen if 
they try any nonsense up here. They can twist 
the federal people around their finger with 
great ease but they cannot do it in Queens- 
land." 

Queensland Police Minister Tuss Hinze

Prominent 
Aborigina] activist Gary Foley said the inci- 
dent was nothing compared with what would 
happen in Brisbane. 

Like other Aboriginal leaders. Foley said 
no violence was planned. But he added that if 
the Queensland police used violence, “we 
win respone in Idnd. We just won't take it 
anymore. We will give them as good as they 
give us.'' 

Another Aboriginal leader declared; “If 
you idek a dog long enough he is going to turn 
around and bite you. We will create a war- 
siege situation and there will be no games.” 

U Aboriginal protesters do want to disrupt 
the games, they wiU have to get past two 
separate securi^ systems, one administered 
by the Queensland police and the other by 
the games organizers. 

The general manager of the Games Foun- 
dation told reporters: “These are tradition- 
ally friendly games and security people are 
determined to make sure they remain thm 
way. Believe me, a minority of protesters will 
be well identified and kept under control.” 

Aboriginal leaders plan to send two rep- 
resentatives to Africa to urge black nations to 
boycott tbe games because of conditions 
under which Aborgines live in Queensland. 

• Because of the Springbok tour, black 
nations are already confldering whether to 
boycott the games if New Zealwd takes pan. 

Queensland has more Aborigines than any 
otherstate— more than 46,000 people out of 
a total Aboriginal population in Australia

Pare subsidy 
to U.N,, says 
NY mayor 

NEW YORK, Feb. 16 ( AP) — New York 
' Mayor Edward I. Koch has suggested that the 
United States reduce its subsidy payment to 
the United Nations. “Why should we be the 
' patsies?" he asked. 

Koch said Monday when he was in Con- 
gress he hud pressed to get the United States 
to reduce its subsidy from 33 percent of the 
United Nations' total bill to 25 percent. 

“Why should we be footing the bill to the 
extent of 25 percent?" He asked Monday. 
“Ifs outrageous. 1 think it should be 
reduced." he said. 

Koch made the suggestion while discussing 
criticism of him byPravda, the Soviet news- 
paper, which referred to him as an “arrogant 
mayor" for criticizing the United Nations as 
being made up of countries that were cow- 
ardly, immoral and hypocritical. 

The mayor was criticized after saying last 
week that he uus thinking of adding a quota- 
tion to that effect to the "swords into plow'- 
shares” quote on the Isaiah Wall opposite the 
United Nations. 

He criticized the United Nations for not 
taking action on Afghanistan. Poland and the 
war Iwtween Iran and Iraq. "What did the 
U.N. do? Nothing." he said.

Negative reactions flowed in from domes- 
tic organizations as well, especially from 
church groups. The American Episcopal 
Conference blasted plans to increase military 
aid to El Salvador. 

Archbishop John Roach, the bead of that 
body, said: “ If the United States is to play any 
constructi\*e role in ending the fratriadal con- 
flict, it should be by strengthening the politi- 
cal will of those willing to dialogue, not mas- 
si\’cly increasing the invulnerability of the 
armed forces."

LONDON, Feb. 16(AP)-Britain went 
on the defensive Monday over a piece of 
beard missing from Egypt’s Great Sphinx of 
Giza, and the long-disputed Elgin marbles 
from Greece. 

The knee-high chunk of limestone frc»n 
the Sphinx and the collection of marble 
sculptures from the Parthenon are in the 
British Museum. Egypt and Greece want 
them back. 

Egyptian Minister of Culture Abdul 
Hamid Radwan arrived in London to open 
an “Excavating in Egypt” exhibition at the 
British Museum on Wednesday, and 
curators anticipated he will pursue demands 
by scholars for the return of the missing link 
in the Sun God's plated beard. 

But the museum pointed out that it is 
bound by act of parliament to retain its col- 
lection of ancient.treasures. Berides. said a 
museum press officer, “it is not a very strik- 
ing object. If you didn’t know anything 
about sphinxes or Egyptian carving you 
might think it was a piece of hardcore 
(rock)." 

The museum has not even bothered to 
display it for 50 years. The spokesman 
added: “Whether the minister will arrive on 


Wednesday night clutching his invitation in 
one hand and a formal request for the 
return of the beard in the other remains to 
be seen." 

The disputed stone has been in the 
museum since 1817 when an Italian sea cap- 
tain. Giovanni Caviglia. who discov*ered the 
fragments, sent it here “as a testimony of his 
attachment to the British nation." It is 
stored in a basement 

Experts attempting to restore the Sphinx, 
which has guarded the pyTamids at Giza on 
the outskirts of Cairo for nearly 5.000 
years, claim the beard segment is vital to 
their efforts. 

A spokesman for the Egyptian Embassy 
here said: "One of the best ways to maintain 
the bead of the Sphinx Is to restore the 
original beard. The Sphinx had a long beard 
which hung down to the floor. If it was 
restored it would act as a support for the 

whole head." 

The 239-foot (72m) Sphinx, built by 
order of King Khephron, has the body of a 
lion and head of a man. It is cnunbling 
under the effects of pollution. salL sun, sand 
and wind. Last November its left leg fell off.

Malta’s Parliament meets 


VALLETTA, Malta, Feb. 16 (AP) — 
Parliament met Monday for the first 
time since December* s general elections, but 
the Nationalist Party boycotted it and called 
again for new elections. 

In the keenly fought December race, the 
Labor Party of Dom Mintoff retained its 
three-seat parliamentary majority and 
formed a new government. But the National- 
ists polledil percent of the popular vote and 
did not concede defeat. 

The Nationalist Party leader, Edward 
Fenech Adami, Monday repeated his call for 
new elections at a press conference called at 
party headquarters while parliament met. 
The proposal for ffesh elections, he said, was 
part of a formula aimed at solving what the 
party described as the constiturional crisis 
brought about by the election results. 

The formula includes the amendment of 
electoral legislation to avoid a repetition of 
what happened at the last election — that a 
party winning an absolute majority of votes 
fails to gain the majority of parliamentary 
seats. Adami said Labor won the parliamen- 
taiy majority because of the way In which the 
elector^ boundaries were redrawn before 
the elections. 

In his address to parliament the acting 
president of the republic, Albert V. Hyzler. 
mapped out the Socialist administration's 
plan for the coming years and warned that 



“government will take a firm hand against 
those who will try lo undermine the country's 
march toward a better future." 

Hyzler said there was “no place for the 
indolent for those who were not loyal or for 
those who were not ready ro respect the 
Republican constitution and the Democratic 
intuitions of the country." 

In the international sphere, said the acting 
president, the government had striven for the 
stren^ening of peace in the .Mediterranean. 
“In^respect Malta'sgreatest contribution 
was its decision to adopt a neutral status." he 
said. 

Hyzler said it was not in Malta' s interest to 
become a full member of the European 
Economic Community as long as the com- 
munity did not adopt a neutral political 
stance between the two superpowers. 

However, the government intended to 
strengthen its existing relations and to con- 
tinue to draw closer to the community, he 
said. 

It was also prepared to conclude negotia- 
tions with the communi^ on a new associa- 
tion agreement enhanced by means of a sec- 
ond financial protocol. 

On the dispute with Libya over o&hore oil 
exploration in the south of the island, the 
acting president said the government “will 
continue to undertake intensive efforts to 
solve in an equitable way and in the best 
national interest the dispute on the dividing 
line of the continental shelf between the two 
countries."

Quins* mother 
found shot dead 
in New Zealand 

AUCKLAND. Feb. 16 (AFP) — The 
mother of New Zealand's most famous quin- 
tuplets has been found shot dead, with her 
estranged second husband lying dead nearby 
with a shotgun beside his body, police said 
here Tuesday. 

Mrs. Shirley Ann Eyton. 38. gave birth to 
the quins — Samuel. Lisa, Deborah. Shirlene 
and Selina — 16 years ago when married to 
her first husband Sam Lawson, whom she 
later divorced. 

Police said she was found Monday night 
outside her house north of Auckland, with 
her estranged husband Gary Hugh Eyton. 38. 
nearby. One of the quins. Samuel, was in the 
bouse at the time, when neighbors heard 
screaming and shots. 

The quintuplets were bom in Auckland on 
July 27 1965, and made world headlines as 
one of the first successful multiple births 
using '“wonder" fertility drugs. Their 
mother, who already had a five-year-old 
daughter, gave birth to the quins after receiv- 
ing spedal hormone treatment at a hospital 
here. 

The qumtuplets have made headlines here 
several times in recent years. Two years ago. 
police were called to a family incident after 
Eyton allegedly threatened to kill his'wife at a 
motor camp. A month later she was abducted 
bom herhoose.and be waslaterconviciedon 
charges of burglary, firearm possession, 
motor car theft and common assault. After 
both incidents. Mis. Eyton's name was sup- 
ressed by the courts.

(PDS). 

The elections will be the most extend in 
Brazil rince the 1 964 mflitaiy coiq> that over- 
threw leftist civilian Preadent Joao GoidarL 
Voters will choose mayors and city council- ' 
men, state legislators, federal coi^ressmen 
and senators, and state governors — all 
offices except president and vice president. 

The wtin ners in these elections wiD fona the 
electoral college that win pick the successor 
to President Joao Figueiiedo in I98S. Brazil 
has had five generals as presidents since the 
takeover. 

“The country wants change, and our'party 
will win," said representative Ulysses 
Guimaraes, president on the PMDB, as 
members of the two parties ch e e r ed following 
the merger vote in tte House of Representa- 
tives here. 

Before unification, the PMDB had graer- 
ally been considered left of center and the 
sn^Ier PP was seen as right of crater. The 
new combined party has 218 of the 236 
opposition seats in BraziTs two-house federal 
Congress. The rest are shared by three sm^ 
labor-linked parties. The PDS, with a major- 
ity in both the House and Senate, has 251 
seats. 

The party merger was an o{^>osition reac- 
tion to a recent government-imposed change 
in the election law that rules out ticket splh- 
ting — voting for candidates from different 
parties. All votes for offices from dty coun- 
cilman to state governor and federal con- 
gressman must te for candidates from the 
same party or the entire ballot will be thrown 
out. 

“We have now reestablished our vote- 
getting capabDity. We can take 14 to 16 of tiie 
23 state governorships," said Sen. Tancredo 
Neves, formerly president of the PP and now 
vice president of the new PMDB. “Only an 
act of force by the government can undo-this 
merger." he added. 

The main opponents of the merger are dis- 
adents of the PP wbo thron g^ ut 
should have campaigned alone. There are 
some reports that they are coosideiing chal- 
lenging the legality of the meiger before 
BraziTs supreme electdral court.

Salisbury, Feb. 16 (Agencies^ — 
Pblice raided the headquarters of veteran 
nationalist Joshua Nlcomo's ZAPU party 
Tuesday in a widening search of ZAPU prop- 
erty throughout the country, a police 
spokesman said. He did not elaborate on the 
point of the search but the national neve's 
agency ZIANA said police were examining 
documents in the central Salisbury headquar- 
ters. ■■ 

It said police and army personnel were also 
present at other ZAPU properties around the 
capita] foDowing a preadential proclamation 
earlier Tuesday which declared as illegal 1 1 
companies associated with the party. ZIANA 
reported that soldiers were guarding the 
entrance to a farm and a motel outside the 
dQr, both of which were named in the proc- 
lamation. 

The proclamation by President Canaan 
Banana said the businesses, which include 
farming, investment and hotel companies, 
would be shut down as soon as possible as 
they were "likely to endanger, disturb or 
interfere with public safety or order.'' Tlie 
announcement followed a threat last 
weekend Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
of strong action against ZAPU, his govem- 
nientfs junior cosdition partner, over arms 
caches on its &nns in the southwest of the 
country. 

Since the hauls were revealed 1 1 days ago, 
both Nkomo and ZAPU's central committee 
have denied prior knowledge of the arms, 
which from automatic rifles to surface- 
to-air missiles. ZAPU has accused the gov- 
ernment of attempting to "buOd up a case" 
against the party. Soon after the presidential 
proclamation, Mugabe began his regular 
weekly cabinet meeting, which informed 
sources said was attended by Nkomo. 

Mugabe has described ZAPU, which has 
20 seats in the 100-seat parliament compared 
with 57 held 1^ the prime minister's 
ZANU-PF party, as "a cobra in the bouse,'* 
adding that the only effective way of dealing 
with a snake was to destroy its head. 

The companies named in Tuesday's proc- 
lamation included Nitram Ltd„ which owns 
Ascot Farm near the southern city of 
Bulawayo where most of the arms were' 
found. In all, enough weapons to equip about 
S,000 men have been dug out of the ground in 
Matabeieland province, ZAPLTs political 
power base, resulting in bitter attacks on the 
party leadership by ZANU-PF and the pro- 
government media.

From Cambodian soil 

India favors Viet withdrawal 


BANGKOK, Feb. 16 (AFP) — Indian 
External Affoirs Minister Narasimha Rao 
Tuesday made it clear that his country 
favored the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops 
from Cambodian soil. Since the Khmer 
Rouge regiine was ousted from Phnom Penh 
followmg Vietnamese intervention in Janu- 
ary 1 979. Hanoi has maintained a 2U0.00U- 
strong army in Cambodia. 

‘"India stands for the withdrawal of foreign 
troops anywhere in the world," Rao said, 
mentioning Afghanistan as an example. The 
Indian diplomat, who had talks this week 
with Thai Foreign Minister SithL Sawetasila 
in Bangkok, had a brief halt here Tuesday pn 
his return from Vietnam, where be met wHh 
top Vietnamese officials. 

He told a press conference that regional 
talks between the three Communist 
Indochina countries and the five non- 
Communist countries in the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations(ASEAN) compris- 
ing Thailand, Malaysia, Singapore. Indonesia 
and the Phippines) were not to be ruled out. 

ASEAN has in the past rejected Indochin- 
ese calls for regional discussions on Cam- 
bodia, Thailand’s eastern neighbor, on the 
grounds that Hanoi has nothing new to offer. 
“Both sides are looking for a negotiated set- 
tlement of the Cambodian question, and reg- 
ional talks caimot be ruled out." he said. 
"Thailand is anxious for efforts at a political 
solution to be continued at all levels." 

India is one of the few countries outside the 
Communist bloc to recognize the present 
Vietnamese-backed Cambodian regime. 
When asked about his country's relations 
with China, which supports the Khmer 
Rouge, Rao said that relations between 
China and India were being normalized, but 
that issues in Southeast Asia had complicated 
matters. 

Asked about India's aid program to Viet- 
nam — which over the past five years has 
am ounted to about $100 million — in spite of 
India's stand on the withdrawal of foreign 
troops, Rao said: “We don’t believe in stop- 
ping the tap to make people conform to our 
ideas." 

Meanwhile. Vietnam Tuesday renewed its 
offer to resume normalization talks with 
China and rejected as a “slandering lie" a 
recent Chinese uote charging that Vietnam- 
ese troops had been involved in “armed bor- 


der provocations". 

Vietnamese officials said the Chinese Fore- 
ign Ministry note, dated Feb. 11.' had ^ken 
of "416 armed Vietnamese provocations” 
between Dec. 21 . 1 981 and Jan. 1982, includ- 
ing 44 during the lunar new year, and had 
dismissed the 10-day truce unilaterally 
observed by Hanoi as a "propaganda ploy”. 

In a rejoinder handed to the Chinese 
Embassy in Hanoi Tuesday, the Vietnamese 
side indicated that even the United Nations 
secretary-general had acknowledged that 
calm had prevailed along the Sino- 
Vietnamese border during the lunar new year 
^holiday& 

The Vietnamese note again callet^'^or *^a 
negotiated settlelement of all outstanding 
issues affecting relations between the two 
countries", stressing that Hanoi was doing its 
utmost to reach this goal. It expressed the 
hope that "the Chinese side will give a posi- 
tive reply" to this proposal. 


Nicaragua denies oppressing tribes 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 16 (AF) — 
Some 8, SOU English-speaking Miskito 
Indians have been taken from tbeir ancient 
homelands on Nicaragua's Caribbean coast 
and resettled deep inland to "protect them 
from anti-revolutionary armed gangs.” the 
revolutionary junta says. 

But earlier this week, the Misurata Organ- 
ization, representing the Miskitos and two 
other Indian tribes inhabiting the coastal 
province of Zelaya, said the leftist junta had 
placed at least 1 0.000 Indians in two concent- 
ration camps after burning 31 coastal com- 
munities last month. 

The junta last month placed Zelaya, 
Nicaragua's lar^st province, off-limits to 
travelers, requiring special government per- 
mits to go there. Permits have not been easy 
to get. A State Department spokesman in 
Washin^on accused the Sandinista junta of 
oppressing the tribes, but tbe government 
denied the accusation. Tbe Nicaraguan 
Defense Minisiry announced Feb. 3 a crack- 
down on what it called a "countetrevolutio- 
nary” separatist movement in Zelaya. 

A junta communique issued Sunday said 
government teams “have successfully com- 
pleted resettlement of 8,500 persons from 
the Miskito communities to “safeguard them 
from the armed aggressions of counter- 
revolutionary bands." It did not say where 
tbe Miskitos were resettled, llie communi- 

Shuttle moves 
to launch pad 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida. Feb. 16 
(AP) — The space shuttle CoJiutMa began 
inchhag along a 3 1/2-mile (6-km) journey to 
its launch pad early Tuesday as officials scan- 
ned the sides for signs of rain or l^tniog. 

Under tbe glare of floodlights and perched 
aboard a huge steel crawler, the shunte began 
moving from the vehicle assembly building at 
9:21 GMT for tbe four-to five-hour trip to 
launch complex 39. Officials moved up the 
roQout time by almost 40 minutes because of 
the possibility of a storm front reaching Keo- 
□edy Space Center before the shuttle was 
fastened securely to the launch pad where it is 
to make its third voyage into space on March 
22 with astronauts Jack Lousma and Gordon 
Fullerton aboard. 

Skies over Cape Canaveral were clear 
before dawn Tuesday when the rollout 
began, but there was fear of rain and lightning 
during CtditnMa "s slow journey. "We can 
take tbe rain if we have to, but we can't have 
lightning." said Mark Hess, a Kennedy Space 
Center spokesman. 

It took half an hour from the start of the 
rollout for the 184^foot (S5,2-meter)-tall 
"Stack" of tbe orblter. .with its mustard- 
colored external fuel tank and twin rocket 
.boosters, to go out the door of the hu^ lab. 
Tbe shuttle and its launch platform, weighing 
more than 5.3 million kilos, moved at less 
than 1 mph (1 .6 kph) toward the launch site. 

1 -oiisma and Fimerton awaited the place- 
ment of the shuttle on its launch pad, where 
they will rehearse countdown procedures for 
33 hours this week, beginning Thursday.

But 
recent opinion polls say the Fine Gael and the 
Fianna Fafl are running neck-aod-neck. 

Observers believe the outcome hinges on 
the face-to-fece television debate Wednes- 
day between the two leaders — the first in 
Ireland’s political history.

LONDON. Feb. 16 (AP) — Industrial 
production fell SJ percent in Britain last 
year, according to official figures published 
Mooday. 

The statistics showed production in man- 
ufacturing industries falling sharply at the 
end of the year, challenging claims by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's govemment 
that the worst of the recession is over. 

Total output fell 1 .1 percent in December, 
the last month calculated, while manufactur- 
ing production dropped 2.3 percent to its 
lowest level since 1967, according to the fig- 
ures from the Central Statistical Office. 

One reason for tbe poor showing was Bri- 
tain's most severe December weather for 20 
years, and extensive breaks to December at 
many factories. The figures pose a headache 
for Chancellor of tbe ^chequer Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, who is under pressure from big busi- 
ness the unions, oppoation parties and some 
of his own Conservatives to announce 
refiationary government spending in his 
aw«nai budget March 9. 

The fall in production forl981 was despite 
a lOpercent increase in North Sea oil and gas 
output In manufacturing industries alone, 
production was down 6.3 percent on 1980 
and 14,5 percent on 1979. Last week, the 
treasury reported that Britain’s share of the 
world export market had fallen 20 percent in 
tbe past four years.

Chinese invite oil hunt bids 


PEKING, Feb. 1 6 (R) — China said it has 
invited bids fiom 46 Western oil companies 
to join h in exploiting the possibly huge oil 
reserves off its coasts. 

The New China News Agency (NCNAJ 
said Tuesday the China Nation:d Offshore 
Oil Corporation had wriiten to tbe foreign oil 
companies notifying them that a first round of 
bidding is open for contracts to help find oil in 
the Yellow Sea and Pearl River basin. The 46 
foreign companies all helped in seismic sur- 
veys. 

Some oil experts say new undersea fields 
might double current Chinese output of 
about tu'o million barrels daily by the end of 
the 1980s, enabling China to overcome 
internal energy shortages and possibly pro- 
viding an appreciable export surplus. 

In London, an executive with one oil mul- 
tinational said: "Despite the current glut, 1 
would be surprised if companies were unwil- 
ling to go in there and have a look.” Such oil 
^anis as Exxon, Texaco, Mobil, the Standard 
Oil Company of California and British Pet- 
roleum (BP) have helped the Chinese with 
preliminary surveys of offshore waters 
regarded as one of the world’s exploration 
hot spots. 

China set March 30 as the closing date for a 
first round of bids for drilling in an area that 
includes part of the Pearl River basin off 


Hong Kong and Canton, which some geolog- 
ists say may be China's richest oil field. 

Officials have said the oil companies will 
have to bear exploration costs, but Tuesday’s 
announcement gave no details of how China 
will tax them or how much oil they will be 
able to keep. 

The oil companies are waiting for China to 
issue a model contract but clues may lie in a 
1 980 agreement with the Japan National Oil 
Company which is allowed to take 42.5 per- 
cent of any oil it finds in the Bohai Gulf off 
northern China. 

The Japanese and ELF-Aquitaine of 
France arc already drilling in Chinese off- 
shore waters and have made encouraging but 
not dramatic finds. 

Exxon believes Chinese output could rise 
to five million barrels daily by the year 2,000. 
Current production of around two mQlion 
barrels a day, slightly less than the volume 
from the Anglo-Norwegian North Sea, 
comes from onshore fields whose output is 
peaking. 

The Chinese are also carrying out explora- 
tion work for new onshore fields. Michael 
Sandberg, chairman of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank, recently estimated, that 
exploration and production of Chinese off- 
shore oil will cost $20 billion between now 
and 1990.

Malaysian Primary Industries Minister 
Datuk Paul Leong. who leaves for Jakarta 
Wednesday for talks on a new pact, said here 
that Malaysia still wanted the FTA as the 
forum for consumer-producer cooperation.

Datuk Paul Leong rejected any further 
extensioD of tbe fifth ITA, which has already 
been extended by a year up to June 30. 
Malaysia, Indonesia and Thafland meet at 
ministerial level here May 1 to work out a 
blueprint for the producers’ association — 
just a day after the April 30 deadline for ITA 
ratification. 

Among the measures they are considering 
are production cuts and a joint marketing 
agency to bypass the LME. The primary 
.industries minister rejected Western accusa- 
tions that a- new association would set up a 
cartel on the lines of the Organization of l^t- 
roleum Exporting Countries. 

He said that Malaysia wanted only “fair 
and remunerative prices”, and dismi^d as 
“misleading” claims that tin prices had 
recentiy rocketed to record levels. 


French staff 
reject 10.5% 
pay rise offer 

PARIS, Feb. 16 (AP) —Hie union repres- 
enting France's four million civil servants 
reject^ the government $ 10.5 percent wage 
omr Tuesday as France’s labor troubles 
showed DO signs of casing. 

The civil servants^ deadlock comes at a sen- 
sitive time for tbe socialist government, 
which wanted the wage raiifg to serve as a 
model for negotiations in the semi-public and 
private sectors. 

The Socfalisis also are eager to avoid 
another setback in their labor policies follow- 
ing the unioD unrest that erupted after the 
impositioiis of 39-bour work week and fifth 
week of paid vacation. 

Prime Minister nerre Maurpy intervened 
last week to assure workers they would not 
lose an hour’s pay as a result of the shortened 
week. 

Yvon Gattaz, presideot of the National 
Employer^ Association, or Patronat, cafled 
on tbe government Tue^y to alter its posi- 
tion on the fith week of paid vacation, claim- 
ing it would cost French industry 32 J billion 
francs ($5.4 billion). 

The unions also appear to be becoming 
more militant After negotiations between 
the govemmeDt and customs workers broke 
off Monday, the Communist-led Confedera- 
tion (jenerale du Travail (CGT) and tbe 
more moderate Confederation Francaise 
Democratique du Travail (CFDT) called for 
work 5top(»ges this week. 

Union men enjoy 
job protection 

GENEVA, Feb. 16 (R) — Trade union 
officials are the only workers protected from 
unemployment in most Western countries, 
the International Labor Organization (ILO), 
has said. 

Young unskilled laborers were threatened 
in the current reoessioD by the “first hired, 
first fired,” rule, it reported Monday. After 
studying job loss in seven industrialized coun- 
tries, the ^neva-based U>l. organization 
said job seniority, long a barrier to dismissal, 
was no lodger an employment guarantee. 

“Even in Japan, with its tradition of 
lifetime emploj^ent, in practice older work- 
ers have been dismsised more often than their 
' younger colleagues,” the ILO said. 

The ILO said trade union officials usually 
enj<^d job security as a safeguard against 
victimization. 

Britain, Canada and the United States 
applied tite “first hired, first fired” practice 
most often when laying off workers in times 
of economic hardship, tbe ILO said. 


lATA farerhike talks open today 


GENEVA, Feb. 16 (AFP) — More than 
30 international airlines meet here Wednes- 
day at an International Airlines Transporters 
Association (lATA) conference to put up air 
fares and impose uniform tariffs on north 
Atlantic routes. Casting a long shadow over 
the meeting will be the collapse of Sir Freddie 
Laker’s cut-price airiinp e^ier this month 
marking the end of a .lebel operator that 
caused nothing but headaches to the estab- 
lished airlines. 

Two previous lATA meetings over the last 
two months here and at k^ami, Florida, 
resulted in the be^nning to end the nnnous 
fare war over the North Atlantic route. 

. lATA sources said the new meeting would 
give French, Italian, Scandinavian and Span- 
ish airlines the chance to accept a draft text 


hammered out at Miami. 

Ireland, West Germany, Switzerland, Por- 
tugal, the Netherlands and Belgium have 
alrea^ accepted text. 

The accord includes the raismg of sndi 
fares as special cut-price tickets and business 
class, and clarifies tte division into four clas- 
ses; first, business, economic and reduced 
tariff. 

Rerce competition on the north Atlantic 
routes has put them in the red for the last 10 
years, with losses last year totaling about 
$650 million. 

During the first 11 months of 1981 the 
average aircraft occupancy on these routes' 
was 69 percent — six percent below Che 
break-even point. 


Union accepts Reagan’s challenge 


BAL HARBOR, Florida, Feb. 16 (R) — 
American labor 'leaders accepted President 
Reagan’s challenge to "put up or shut up” by 
proposi^ alternatives to his 1 983 budget and 
economic plan. 

"We are proposing a straight forward 
attack on unemployment, the fundamental 
sickness produced by Reaganomics,” Lane 
Kirkland, president of tbe Afl-Cio labor 
grouping, told a news conference in Florida.

Dollar loses ground

JEDDAH, Feb. 1 6 — The American cur- 
rency weakened Tuesday fitim the record 
levels reached Monday against the other 
major currencies. Profit-taking by Euro- 
pean dealers as well as cutting Irack on long 
dollar poations contributed to the falls in 
tbe American currencies's value. With tbe 
New York markets closed Monday night in 
celebration of President Lincoln’s birthday, 
European dealers felt that they night have 
become over extended on the dollar and 
started to buDd up tbeir positions on other 
currencies before the reopening of the New 
York bourses Tuesday night. 

In the bullion markets, gold traded 
quietly within a narrow band of $375.50 to 
$376.80 per ounce Tuesday, with bullion 
dealers also looking to the New York’s 
reopening to provide further direction on 
prices. Locally, riyal deporit rates were firm 
but hardly moved all day long. Transactions 
were reported as few and far in between 
with small volumes being the order of the 
day. 

In London, Eurodollar deposit rates 
remained firm Tuesday with slight increases 
reported in the 'medium term tenors. 
Three-month Europdollar rates were 
quoted at 16 3/4 — 16 7/8 percent and the 
one-moth at 265/8 — 16 3/4 percent. In the 
longer periods, the one-year rate was also 
firm at 16 5/8 — 16 3/4 percent but Euro- 
I pean dealers were reportedly cautious in 
their riaaimg volumes keeping a wary eye on 
posable reversals in dollar interest rate 
trends when the New York markets re-open 
L Tuesday night. 


In the exchanges,' the British pound was 
firmer at 1,8350 compared with 1 .8230 on 
Monday. The last few weeks have shown 
die resilience of the British pound com- 
pared with other European currencies and 
one factor helping in tins has been the rela- 
tively high U.K. interest rate levels which 
now stand at 14 %-15 percent but still lower 
than dollar interest rates. 

In other currency news, the French firanc 
was still trading at 6.0706 on Tuesday 
despite French central tank support and the 
German mark was slightly firmer at 2.3960. 
The Japanese yen was also ^gbdy firmer at 
240.80 compared with 241 .60 levels Mon- 
day. 

On the local exchanges, spot riyal/doUar 
leves averaged at 3.4200-10 all day Tues- 
day with some activity reported at around 
3.4205 levesl later on in the Day. Commer- 
cial demand was reported to have been 
brisk with importers taking advantage of 
the dollai’s rise against the Continental cur- 
rencies to open or settle outstanding letters 
of credit. In the money markets, riyal 
deposit rates were finn fair most of the day 
vrith week fixed dealing at 15 — 15 per- 
cent and the one-month JIBOR at 15 %-16 
Vs percent . The latter had opened at 15 
%-15 % percent in the day. In the longer 
tenors, the one-year rate was quoted, but 
not dealt, at 15 Vi-16 percent.

Britain raps Frmch aid to farmers 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 16 (AFP) — British 
A^culture Minister Peter Walker Tuesday 
launched a sharp attack on French aid to 
fanners, European Economic Ccmimunity 
sources said here. 

During a meeting of EEC agriculture 
ministers, he asked the European Commis- 
sion to report on the legality of tbe aid, which 
will total 5,500 minion francs ($900 million) 
for the coming year. 

He was told that the European Commis- 
sion had asked Paris for details on the aid, 
which could not legally be distributed until 
the commission had given its go-ahead. 

The talks also focu^d on reoiganizatioo of 
the fruit and vegetable and olive oilff . mar- 
kets in order to prepare for the entry of Spain 
and Portugal into the EEC. 

French Agriculture Minister Edith Cres- 
son warned France would not allow such 
negotiations to be separate from the>fixmg of 
farm prices for the coming year — an 
issue dver which Paris and Lon^n are at 
ibggerheads. In France, she said, farmers, 
income had dropped by seven perceiit m 
1981 fqr'thle tiurd consecutive ye ar. 

“Ills vital,’’ she said, “tbe increase in farm 
prices should be sufficient to stop this drop in 
mcome. It is nnacoqitable in Firanoe and vrill 
no longer be ■ccepfed.*’ 


But Peter Walker oonsitared the propored 
9 percent rise in EEC farm prices too h^ 
and in contradiction with the aim of reform- 
ing the common agriculture policy. He said it 
was unacceptable that milk production 
should exceed consumption by 20 percent. 
Either the guarantee price should be * 
reduced or special taxes should be introduced 
to penalize surplus mSk.

McGrain, H qrtford brave the oelds 


GLASGOW, Feb. 16 (R) — By aU nonna] 
standards Danny McGcain and Asa Hanford 
have no business playing for Scotland in the 
World Soccer Cup finals in Spain. 

McGrain, the captain, is a diabetic. Han- 
ford#his di^uty, has a bole in the bean. 
McGrain’s attaddng forays and crunching 
tackles will undoubt^y add to his legion of 
admirers, but few will be aware of fee catalog 
of illness and inj^ which has dogged his 
brilUaat career with Scotland and Glasgow 
Celtic. 

His medical dossier is not for the squeam- 
Mardi 25, 1972 — suffered a fractured 
skull playing for Celtic against Falkirk. June 
1974 — fii^d with deafe during the World 
Cup finals in West Germany after contractiDg 
dittos. Oa. 1. 1977 — limped off against 
St Hibernian with a mysterious injury which 
kept him out o£ fbotbaO — and fee 1978 
World Cup finals in Argentina — for IS 
months. 

McGrain made a total recovery ftom the 
skull fracture to emerge as one of the world’s 
outstanding fullbacks during ScotlancTs three 
preliminBry group matdres m the 1974 finals. 
What no one knew, indudi^ McGrain him- 
self was that be was suffering from diabetes 
and had played against Za^, Brazil and 
Yngoslavia on the verge of a potentially-fetal 
coma. 

In his biography, “Celtic, My Team”, 
McGrain disclos^: “If Scotland bad made it 
to fee quarterfinals it could have been fee 
death of me.” Scotland, unbeaten in its 
group, were pipped for a place in fee last 
eight on goal d^rence by fee Brazilians. 
T& dejected squad retuined home and 
McGrain entered hospital. 


“ rd DO idea what was wrong,” he wrote, “I 
was losing a lot of weight andoonstantiy had a 
raging thirst. When diabetes was diagnosed, 
fee specialist told me that if I had played in 
one more game without treatment I could 
have slipped into a coma and death -would 
have bera a distinct possibility. It was fortn- 
□ate for me we didn’t get past fee group stage. 

I thought it was the of my career tat 
was told that -wife careful adjustment and my 
daily insulin. I could carry on.” 

McGrain returned to pick up a dntch of 
league and cup medals with Celtic and added 
to his already illustrious reputation in Scot- 
land. But three years later his career hung in 
the balance yet again. 

A barmle^looldng tackle in a league 
match against Hibernian left him noising an 
injured ankle. There was no obvious dam^ 
tat it would be 15 months before he re^ 
peaied in fee Celtic first team. 

In a football-crazy city such as Glasgow, it 
was not possible for a player of the stature of 
McGrain to avoid public attention. As the 
months went by so the rumors about Danny’s 
ankle grew or more fanatic team-mates 
talked of visits to feith-bealers and acupnne- 
turists and lengthy spells in a private dmic at 
England. 

McGrain finally returned to action an Dec. 
23, 1978 still none the wiser about his otys- 
teiy injury. “1 saw countless doctors and 
spedalists and not one could tell me exactiy 
what was wrong. 1 was even told 1 would 
probably never play again.” 

But again McGrain came back. He may not 
be quite the player of 1974, but that is due to 
the pasting years more than his hi^ 

lory. Capped 56 times by his oountxy he 


remains one of the finest c^onents of the 
craft of the moder^ fullteck. 

McGrain has no greater admirer than 
former team-mate and present Celtic man- 
ager Billy McNeill, who describes his (^ose 
ftiei^ “ the most lemarkaUe footbaSer in

25. 1980. 

Leonard, who weighted 146 pounds (66.2 
kg), one pound (.45 kg) under the class limit, 
had said, ”ln the first round, Tm going 
siniight for him." But the champion opened 
cautiously, circling while Hnch, 14SVSi (65.9 
kg), stalked him. Finch seemd to have an 
edge in the round. 

Finch was doing well in the second round as 
Leonard continued to seem tentative. Then. 


Leonard exploded, and Fiiich didn’t have a 
shot. Leonard has said be wants to defend the 
title three or four times this year, and his next 
fight might be against Roger Stafford, rated 
No. 3 by the World Boxing Association and 
No. 4 the World Boxing Council. Hnch 
bad been rated third by the WBC but was 
unranked by the WBA. 

Finch, who figihs out of Las Vegas, lost for 
the fourth time against 30 wins and one draw 
in a pro career that staned in 1973. He made

It was 
televised live. 

The bout w'as the first title match here since 
Jack Johnson retained the world heavyweight 
championship by knocking out Jim JefMes in 
the ISth round July 4, 1910, in one of box- 
ings legendaiy fi^ts.

"We don’t vrant to get away from accepting 
p!a>'ers based on their success in tennis 
tournaments. IFs the only fair way to do it” 

Denmark’s foreign ministry bad said ear-

I Olesen was standing by his decision to bar 
I Kevin Curren, Andrew Pattison, Dave Mit- 
I ton and possibly others. 

This reversed earlier indications that

PARIS, Feb. 16 (AFP) — Tbe French 
would like to tbmk Saturday’s Rugby Union 
International against England here was the 
star fixture in the day’s fiw-nations tourna- 
ment program, but the eyes of the world will 
be on Difolin, where Ireland are due to play 
Scotland. 

Everyone wants to know if the dramatic 
recovery of form by the unpredictable Irish 
can continue as convincingly as it began. If 
they l^at Scotland it would mean, of course, 
that they have won the triple crown for tiie 
fiist time since 1949, having already beaten 
Wales and England. 

They are also tbe only team to have won 
two ^e-nations matches and victory Satur- 
day would give them six points, a tally which 
could not Ire beaten, only equaUed, whatever 
the outcome of tbe Prance-Ireland match 
here on March 20. 

The Irish, led by Ciaian Fitzgerald, will be 
given a good fight by Andy Irvine’s Scottish 
XV, who still have targets to aim at A draw in 
Dublin would leave them next best placed 
after Ireland in tbe five-nations staodfings. 

Tbe Irish and Scottish selectors have sum- 
moned unchanged teams, and there should 
be an grating duel between tbe rival stand- 
offs, OQie Campbell of Ireland and John 
Rutherford of Smtland. 

At the Parc Des Princes in Paris, England 


and France wiD both have a less noble object 
in mind — to avoid another defeat which 
would make their position in the final stand- 
ings more gloomy than it will inevitably be.

England have had to make a late call on 
Dusty Hare following an injury to new fuD 
back Nick Stringer, and tbe selectors’ deci- 
sioD to omit former stars full back Marcus 
Rose and stand off Hugh Davies wili be put to 
tbe test. 

But the big question will be whether the 
new French pack, with five changes following 
tbe r^ardifF result, wifl be better equipped to 
bold its own in lineouts and to cope with the 
challenge of the solid English scrum.

U.S. accuses Russia 
of making chemical, 

biological weapons 


MADRID, Feb. 16 (Agencies) — The 
United States charged Tuesday that the 
Soviet Union operated a score of chemical 
and biological weapons production facilities 
in contravention of international accords. 

Max Kampehnan, chief U.S. delegate at 
the European Security Conference in Mad- 
rid, told the 35-state meeting that the Soviet 
Union had seriously and deliberately violated 
the 1925 Geneva Convention and the 1972 
biological weapons conventions. 

He said the Soviets operated a biological 
weapons research and production facility in 
Sverdlovsk in the Ural Mountains and “we 
are aware of five other such facflities in oper- 
ation today.’' 

He add^: “The record wQi also show that 
today the Soviet Union operates at least 14 
weapons production facilities.” 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Leonid 
Qyichov angrily denied the diatges, calling 
t^m lies and “telse and provocative prop- 
agenda,” according to conference sources. 

He added that the United States had used 
chemical defoliants in Southeast Asia during 
the Vietnam War. Kampehnan said he was 
speaking about chemical warfare because last 
week nyichov had criticized the American 
government for engaging in chemical warfare 
preparation. 

Kampehnan defended President Ronald 
Reagan’s recently announced .decision to 
buQd chemical weapons as the only “credible 
and effective deterrenf* to Soviet produc- 
tion. “It is thus the reluctant policy of the 
United States to buOd and maintgin a chemi- 
cal munitions stockpile to deny a significant 
military advantage to any who would seek to 
initiate their use.” 

He added: “It is our fervent hope that this 
program will provide an incentive to the 
Soviet Union to join us in seeking a complete 
and verifiable ban on the production, 
development and stockpiling of all such 
weapons.” The U.S.-Soitiet exchanges took 
place during mfonnai meeting of the lieads of 
delegations at thdoog^wn-outoonfeienoe. 

Meanwfafle, diplomats reported Tuesday 
the conference appears to have begun hiber- 
nating well before It adjourns in fall, in an 


atmosphere of gloom and resignation. 

After more than ig months, the confer- 
ence, which aims to monitor the Helsinki 
accords and propose new measures condu- 
dve to detente, still has i much unfinished 1 
business. At Hehinki, East,* West and neutrals 
had agreed on a code of intehiationa] conduct 
in the areas of security and civil rights, 
economic relations, and cultural and human 
contacts. 

The conference, a Western diplomat 
e^lained, still had three main points to 
dmify. 

First, there are the French-proposed dis- 
armament talks, with the West holding out 
for mote solid Eastern pledges concerning 
the disarmed area — bopefiilly from the 
Atlantic to the Ui^ Mountains. 

Second, the question of monitoring exist- 
ing agreements,- with the JEastem bloc oppos- 
ing moves which it claims interfere with its 
domestic affeirs. 

Third, there are steps the West would tike 
to see taken — and which the East opposes — 
to fadlitate the work of the press. These 
include lifting travel restrictions on lepoiters, 
recognizing their right to possess the docu- 
ments required for their work, access to local 
sources, the right to form press associations 
and the right ^ all nation^ to subscribe to 
foreign publications. 

To this, the Americans have added a 
leqnest of their own: An end to the jamming 
of foreign broadcasts. The Americans dmm 
that Moscow has actually gone back on what 
it a^eed to at Helsinki in 1975, when it stop- 
ped its jamming with the sole exception of tifie 
Munich-based Radio Free Europe which 
spedalizes in propaganda broadcasts beamed 
to the Eastern bloc. Americans say the jam- 
ming was resumed after the inddents in 
Poland. 

Western diplomats Tuesday discounted, 
the possibility of serious negotiations on 
these points in the remauiiag weeks here. Zo 
the present unfavorable climate, such negoti- 
ations would only compromise all that was 
painstakingly addeved to reach a package 
deal so far, they said.

Irish poll favors Fianna Fail 


DUBLIN, Feb. 16 (R) — An opinion poll 
published in the Irish Republic Tuesday sug- 
gests the opposition Fianna Fail Party has 
boosted its chances in Thursday’s general 
election by promising to hold down foe cost 
of food and clothing. 

The poll, publiriied by The Irish Times, 
gave IHaiua Fail a five-point lead over the 
center-left coalition of ^ime Minister Garret 
ntzgerald, though it indicated his personal 
popularity was still high. 

The poll was taken after foe party unvefled 
bud^t proposals last Friday for tackling foe 
country’s economic crisis. The results of 
another new^per survey, publisbed Tues- 
day by The Irish laJepeadeMf pnt foe coali- 
tion in the lead. But foe Independent *s poll 
was taken before the Friday anoounoemenL 
Fianna Fail’s budget proix}sals were much 
softer than those put forward last month by 
Fitzgerald. Parliament turned down hb 
budget, cauang foe election. Ranna Fail 


^warriors of destiny) rejected his plans to 
drop food subsidies and impose sweeping 
taxes oo dotbes, shoes and many e^r 
goods. “We have sought to avoid any further 
burden on foe average family,” said Fianna 
Fail leader Charles Haoghey, bidding to 
return as prime minis ter after losing foe post 
last year. But both polls published Tue^y 
said the intellectual Fitzgerald led Haughey, 
a blunt self-made millionaire, by some 20 
points in personal popularity. 

Hie coalition of Rt^eral<Ts Fine Gael 
(land of Ireland) Party and Labor is asking 
the two million voters to endorse its tou^ 
plans for the economy in Thursday’s poll. 

An inflatioa rate of over 20 percent, 
unempolyment at 12 percent and huge fore- 
ign debts are all factors in foe republic' s pres- 
ent economic crisis. Ibe low popularity rat- 
ings for Haughey shown by the polls have led 
h^ to abandon persoiLal campaigning out- 
side Dublin. 


JAL pilot said seized with terror 


TOKYO, Feb. 16 (R) — *The (»lot of a 
Japanese airliner whid crashed into Tokyo 
bay last week, killing 24 persons, said Tues- 
day he bad been seized with a feeling of terror 
and lost cooscfousness moments b^re tiie- 
crash, published reports said. 

The reports, by Kyodo news ^ncy and 
the state-owned Japanese Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (NHK), quoted pilot Seiji Katagizi, 
35, as making the remark during three hours 
of questioning by police. He is in ho^tal 

being treaty for injuries nieoeivediD^ 
crash, wiiidi pocmred Feb. 9. Police said they 
had no knowledge of the repxirted remarks. 

Kyodo and NHK said the c^tain of foe 
Japan Air Lines (JAL) DC-8 also told police

Trial site displayed 

Spain set for court martial 


MADRID, Feb. 16 (Agencies) — Tlie 
Defease Department, underscoring the gov- 
emmenfs concera with Spain's most impor- 
tant military trial of foe century, showed off a 
regally appointed court room Tuesday where 
three generals and 29 other right-wing milit- 
ary men will go on trial Friday for trying to 
overthrow foe government last year. 

“ I don' t know of any precedent in Spain for 
a court martial of this magnitude.” si^ Maj. 
Arturo Beltran, part of an army team briefing 
more than 1 00 journalists at the trial site. He 
said it was cleariy foe biggest military trial of 
foe century, and foe most publicized in Span- 
ish history. The court martial, expected to last 
30-35 days, opens Friday at the army’s map- 
ping center on Madrid's outskirts. 

Only a handful of seats in foe decorated 
warehouse will be available to the public. But 
the civilian-run Defense Department 
allowed interior scenes of the court room and 
restricted views of foe heavy security outside 
to be shown to foe nation on the government 
television monopoly. 

The 32 military men and one civilian wiO 
be tried before the 15-generaI, two-admiiai 
“Supreme Council of Militaiy Jhstice” seated 
in red velvet chairs on gold-colored carpet It 
is foe first time foe council, composed of six 
^nerals with legal experience, has func- 
tioned as a court since its creation in 1959. 

Defendants, lawyers and the prosecution 
also will sit on red velvet chairs with tes- 
timony amplified over a series of loudspeak- 
ers. The last important court martial ia Spain 
occurred in 1970 when the army tried 16 
Basque separatists for terrorinn in foe north- 
ern city of Burgos. 

Defense department officials said the 
defendants, including Lt. ^n. Jaime MOans 
de Bosch, Ma j. Ge n, Alfonso Armada, Maj. 


Gen Lub Torres Rojas and Li. Col. Antonio' 
Tejero, who led more than 280 paramilitary 
civil guards in the storming of pafoament last 
Feb. 23 in a vain attempt to overthrow foe 
government, were already boused at map- 
ping center army residence about 90 meters 
from foe court room. 

The prosecution b asking 30 years in 
prison for military rebellion for Gen. Milans 
de Bosch, a decorated Spanish Civil War hero 
who sent hb tanks into the streets of eastern 
Valencia in apparent support of foe coup 
attempt, and for Gen. Armada, ousted 
deputy army chief of staff and a former milit- 
ary adviser to King Juan Carlos, foe Spanbb 
head of state. 

The rest of the military men are facing 
prison terms on conviction ranging from 18 
months to 20 years. The only civilly on trial 
b Juan Garda Carres, a former Franco union 
executive, for whom foe prosecution basking 
10 years in prison, be is ill and may not 
attend, hb lawyer said. 

Meanwhile, the goveroment b studying a 
plan for rehabilitating convicted Basque ter- 
rorists who wbb to mend their ways, press 
reports said here Tuesday. The politico- 
mititary branch of the Baque movement 
ETA — known as ETA-PM — have been 
holding meetings to discuss foe end of foe 
truce, called after the failed coup of Feb. 23. 
Observers said it was only a matter of days 
before a return to armed conflict was 
announced, but. they added, the issue has 
seriously split ETA-PM ranks. 

On Feb. 4, autonomous Basque govern- 
ment President Carlos Garaitkoecbea said 
that an ETA-PM truce end would nor mean 
the end of talks between the ETA political 
branch Euskadiko Ezkerra and foe Spanbb.

Feb. 16 (AF) — In an apparent 
effort to quell rumors of political st^e in 
China. Chairman Hu Yaobang was quoted: 
Tuesday as saying the party leaderfoip b« 
strong and united, ready to do battie with' 
bureaucracy and comiptioa. 

Hu's comments apparently were intended 
as further reassurance that foe prolonged 
public absence of hb mentor. Vice Chairman 
Deng Xiaoping, does not indicate political 
problems. 

Deng has not been reported in public since 
Jan. 1 3 and reportedly was touring foe south 
where be lent bb considerable personal pre- 
stige to foe current campaign against 
bureaucrat and corruptiou. 

He b expected to make an important 
appearance soon, demonstrating he still b foe 
fiiri among equals in China's collective lead- 
ership, according to diplomatic and Chinese 
sources. 

Hu's comments, reported by foe ofiSdal 
Xinhua news agency, were made Monday in a 
meeting with Professor C.C. Ting, a physicist 
from the Massachusetts In^tute of Techntd- 
ogy. 

“Our party exercises collective leader- 
ship,*' Hu told him. “The core of the party b 
united...our party leaders understand and get 
on with each ofoer very weD. The core of 
party leadership b very strong.” He said 
older comrades are very capabfe and enjoy 
high prestige. 

Chinese officiab have said recently that 
Deng, because of hb 77 years, b moving away 
from daily decision malring and playin g a 
larger role in shaping policy. 

Chairman Hu emphasiz^ that this year 
China must drastically cut government 
bureaucracy and resolutely punbh violations 
of law and party dbdpline, especially 
economic corruption. “Politick, economic 
and admiobtrative structures should be simp- 
lified and economic offsnses punbhed.” be 
said. 

Many outstanding piofessionak will be 
promoted, be said and “ those up in years are 
expected to retire.” China has faced a major 
problem of retiring older officials who do not 
want to give up tteir privifeges of office. 

Politick antUysts say China’s steamlining 
of foe bureaucracy b imperative but entafls 
political peril and posibty backlash from 
older and young people who refuse to yield 
their iron rice bowl-guaranteed income. ■ 
The party jouinai Ited Ftagf meanwhile, 
called again Tuesday for puitishment and 
removal of corrupt party offidak, especiaUy 
those in leading posts. An editorial ca^ed tea 
“ vi^rous and resolute" measures agaiiist top 
oSiCTab who engage in speculation, smuggl- 
ing and bribery. 

“Now foe major problem confronting us ^ 
that the party’s effectiveness has been 
weakened.” the editorial said. 

Charles, Diana 
travel incognito 

LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP) — Prince 
Charles and Princess Diana, traveling on a 
scheduled flight under foe fictitious names of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hardy, flew out of cold, gray 
Britain on Tuesday for a 10-day vacation in 
the Bahamas. 

Their party of five, three "Hardys” and 
two under foe name of Pullin, left Lodon’s 
Heathrow Airport at 1215 GMT aboard a 
Tri-Star jet on a scheduled British Airways 
flight to Bermuda. They are due to stay on foe 
island of Eleuthera at a vacation home owned 
by Lord Brabourne. son-in-law of foe late 
Earl Mountbatten. 

A British Airways spokesman said the 
royal party shared the first class section — on 
tickets costing U33 pounds ($2,452) each 
whb 19 other passengers. There were a 
total of 229 passengers on foe flight. 

“They were like normal passengers in first 
class,” said the spokesman. I.nndi was to 
indude smoked quail, roast F-n gHsh iamb and 
orange pancakes.
